Maine, Minnesota, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Connecticut and New Jersey), 
showed an average of 2,591 pounds of 
solids of the tubers per acre for the 
non-copper sprayed plants and 3,430 
for the copper-sprayed plants, an av­ 
erage increase of 32.4 per cent, or 48 
bushels, due apparently to the use of 
copper sprays.

Value of Pure Bred Is 
Taught by County Agent 
A county agent in Colorado reported 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture a convincing method he 
has used in furthering rile better-sires 
work in his county. 
A butchering and 
meat-cutting demonstration was given 
with two market hog*, one a pure-bred 
Duroc Jersey and the other a scrub red 
hog. 
The hogs were 
weighed, 
then 
slaughtered and dressed, and weighed 
again. The live weight of each hog 
was practically the same. The dress­ 
ing percentage of the pure bred was 
about 7 per cent more than that of 
tile scrub. The good hog figured to be 
worth $2.10 more than the other. This 
was hut a fraction of the difference in 
value between the two hogs, however, 
us the pure bred was but half as old 
as the scrub hog, and had consumed 
much less feed. 
The meat-cutting demonstration was 
held in the auditorium of the county 
school, and more than 500 men and 
women were present. 
The two car 
cesses were cut into the various out.-! 
of meat, showing the superior quality 
of rile meat of the pure-bred hog.

When, where and 
how did he originate? That tile theory 
of evolution has now advanced far be­ 
yond 
Darwin’s conception was the 
statement made at the recent Cincin­ 
nati meeting of the American Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 


I by Dr. J. P. McMurrich, the retiring 
president. 
Doctor McMurrich is pro-' 
Jjfessor of anatomy in the University of 
Toronto and on his return home was 
naked by an interviewer to elucidate 
in straightforward terms the present 
; state of scientific knowledge respecting 
.this fundamental question of the origin 
of man. 
The theory of evolution did not 
originate with Darwin, Doctor McMur­ 
rich pointed out. 
It was frequently 
expressed even in classical times. Dar­ 
win by his experiments was able to 
promulgate a plausible explanation of 
how evolution undoubtedly took place 
In organic life. 
“ Missing Link" Is a Myth. 
The “missing link,” the stock Joke of 
a generation ugo, was a myth, Doctor 
McMurrich declared. 
Evolution has 


side by side In Europe, and the Cau­ 
casians are gradually replacing the 
Australoids in Australia. 
Beginning of Speech aa Epoch. 
When did man become man? 
When 
did he get a mind and those spiritual 
j attributes which we call a soul? The 
I retiring president of the American As- 
j soclation 
for 
the 
Advancement 
of 
I Science said he does not know. 
Prob- 
| ably the acquiring of a mind took 
countless 
thousands 
of years. 
No 
doubt the mental processes of man un­ 
derwent an evolution which paralleled 
his physical development. 
Tile beginning of speech, no doubt, 
marked an epoch. 
Then man’s mind 
begun to develop. 
Where does science place the Garden 
of Eden? There have been many the­ 
ories. 
Professor McMurrich recalled 
having read a geological treatise the­ 
orising that Eden was within the Arctic 
circle when the area was Included in 
the tropics. 
Genesis seems to place It 
qear the Junction of the Tigris and 
the Euphrates. 
But the scientist has for years placed 
the location of man’s nursery much 
farther east in the Stwalik hills of 
northern India, near Simla, or hj the 
geologically submerged area toward tile 
southeast or In Java where the earliest 
sub-human 
fossil, 
which 
has 
been 
named Pithecanthropus, was found. 
Henry Fairfield 
Osborn, 
foremost 
American authority on fossils, thinks 
Mongolia offers the most fruitful field 
; of research for Eden and at present 
the American Museum of Natural His­ 
tory has nu expedition there seeking 
clues.

Then Professor McMurrich made this 
48 Od striking statem ent: 
“There is a big gap between man 
and the ape, but less than between 
the ape anil the monkey. I mean that 
the difference is less between man and 
the highest ape than between the high­ 
est ape and the lowest monkey. I am 
speaking anatomically, of course. 
“But I do not believe that any liv­ 
ing monkey came Into the line of de­ 
scent of any living ape or that any liv­ 
ing ape came into the descent of man. 
I think that all of them are offshoots. 
“The origin of man goes back beyond 
the origin of any ape now living. 
“We cannot say where man stox>s 
and the ape begins. Evolution being a 
gradual process extending over hun­ 
dreds of thousads of years, how can 
we?” 
Difference in Living Races. 
Certain striking anatomical differ­ 
ences even between the races of pres­ 
ent-day man, were pointed out by Pro­ 
fessor McMurrich. There Is a distinct 
difference in detail of bodily structure 
between the Australoid race, the Aus­ 
tralian aborigine and the Caucasian or 
white race. 
The organs of life of the Australoid 
woman show a decided variation from 
those of the white woman. The Austra­ 
loid, in fact, Is still very much of a 
mystery human. 
His origin remains 
one of the interesting problems of the 
biologist. 
Much is hoped for from re­ 
search now being conducted by the 
University of Sydney. 
The South African bushman, a ne­ 
groid type, also differs from the Cnu- 
easian, anatomically. And there seems 
'also to be divergences in the case of 
ria* Mongolian, the fourth distinct race 
of mankind. 
High Spots in Discoveries.

High spots in origin-of-man discov­ 
ery since Darwin’s time include the foi-

The Java fossils consisting of skull, 
teeth and thigh bone found at Trinil, 
in strata which tile geologists

000 years old.

“ Skulls Make Good Series. ”

“They fit in pretty well.

Darwin held the theory of one origi­ 
nal stock, hut scientists now, snld Pro­ 
fessor McMurrich, are gradually coni­ 
ng around to the idea of several diver­ 
gent lines. Quite possibly in ages gone 
in there were different types or races , 
of men or sub-men living ut the same 
'hue. 
in fact, it Is known that Neander­ 
thals and the Cro-Magnons existed for 
•enturies side by side In Europe until 
"he former disappeared. Just as at the 
•resent time the Nordic*, the Alpines 
ad the Mediterraneans, three distinct 
ranches of the Caucasian race, lire 


in : discoveries may be made. 
But so far Pithecanthropus, half a 
million years old, holds the record for 
antiquity.

Thief Takes Scientific 
Data Sent to Museum 


A scientific collection of data bear­ 
ing on prehistoric man has been stolen 
from 
a box 
shipped 
from Europe 
through the port of New York, Dr. 
Ales llrdlicka, anthropologist of the 
New National museum, Smithsonian 
Institution, lins reported to govern­ 
ment officials at Washington. 
The scientist Inst summer collected 
125 photographs of fossil bone depos­ 
it* from central Europe and various 
souvenirs from England, 
Germany, 
Franca, Australia and Croatia, which 
lie said “would be worthless to any 
one not versed In anthropology,” and 
chipped them In a box, which, when 
opened, 
contained 
only 
rocks 
and 
gravel.
